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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

1 . Claim 3 is objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c), as being of improper dependent 
form for failing to further limit the subject matter of a previous claim. Applicant is 
required to cancel the claim(s), or amend the claim(s) to place the claim(s) in proper 
dependent form, or rewrite the claim(s) in independent form. The claim is not further 
limiting because it merely restates the function of the clock falling edge generation 
means and the clock delay means (already stated in claim 1 ). Claim 3 does not include 
any new limitation that is not previously covered in claim 1 . 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

3. Claims 1-3 and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Masleid (U.S. Patent No. 5,610,548). 

In reference to claim 1, Masleid discloses in Figure 1 a digital duty cycle 
correction comprising: a clock rising edge generation means (22,24), which detects a 
rising edge of an input clock signal (20) and generates a rising edge of a duty cycle 
corrected clock signal; a clock falling edge generation means (28, 30), which detects a 
rising edge of a clock signal that is 1 80° out of phase with the input clock signal (20) and 
generates a falling edge of the duty cycle corrected clock signal based on the detected 
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information; and a clock delay means (26), which inverts a phase of the input clock 
signal (20) by 180° and inputs the inverted input clock signal to the clock falling edge 
generation means (28, 30). The same applies to claims 3 and 9. 

In reference to claim 2 Masleid discloses in Figure 1 wherein the clock rising 
edge generation means (22, 24) and the clock falling edge generation means (28, 30) 
are included in a pseudo-C 2 MOS-inverter (10). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 4-8 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

5. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: Claims 4-8 would be allowable because the closest prior art of record fails to 
disclose a circuit as shown in Figure 3 wherein the circuit further comprises a digital 
duty cycle detection circuit means (170) that detects the duty cycle corrected clock 
signal output from the clock driving means and inputs the duty cycle corrected clock 
signal to the clock delay means (140) in combination with the rest of the limitations of 
the base claims and any intervening claims.
